31 Percent of Borough Quota Raised 



Call Meeting of Captains to Plan 
For Final Clean-Up; Many 
Residents Increase Subscriptions 



After a slow start, the United 
War Chest campaign gained mo- 
mentum in Narberth this week 
with returns reported up to Wed- 
nesday amounting to 31 per cent 
of its quota \>f $5,024. 

With only a few days remaining 
in the driver, Mrs. Lewis G. Crater, 
Narberth Director, urged all cap- 
tains and solicitors to redouble 
their efforts to put Narberth over 
the top. 

Mrs. Crater has called a meet- 
ing of all Narberth captains at her 
home. 202 Grayling Ave., this Fri- 
day night at 7.30 to map plans for 
a final clean-up. J. Randall Wil- 
liams, Jr., chairman of Main Line 
Division No. 1, will be present. 

The illness of several solicitors 
was seen as one reason for the 
lagging of the campaign locally. 

Those who give to the War 
Chest through their place of busi- 
ness in Philadelphia were urged to 
make at least part of their sub- 
scription locally in order that Nar- 
berth may meet its quota. 

War Chest workers found en- 
couragement in the fact that 
many residents were increasing 
their subscriptions over the 
amounts they gave for the 1943 
campaign. 

The Narberth School's teachers 
and pupils subscription was near- 
ly double that for this year. Ray 
Shank, school captain, reported f» 
total of $142 as compared to $78 
in the last campaign. 

The mid-week report for Nar- 
berth showed 250 subscriptions out 
of a total of 1,017 prospects. In 
the 1943 campaign, contributions 
were received from 841 subscribers. 

At the second "Report Lunch- 
eon" on December 2, Narberth 
had no report to make. Captains 
began receiving returns from their 
solicitors in the next few days and 
they piled in at a fast clip over 
the week-end, giving Narberth a 
much improved position. At Mon- 
day's luncheon Narberth was able 
to report 30 per cent of its quota 
raised.

Pencoyd Iron Works 
To Close December 31 

Closing of the Carnegie-Illinois 
Steel Corporation, part of which is 
located In Manayunk and the other 
part across the Schuylkill River 
in Lower Merion Township, is be- 
ing protested by the United Steel 
Workers Union (CIO). 

Corporation officials announced 
December 31 as the date on which 
they would close the plant, which 
is known as the old Pencoyd Iron 
Works. They said that the Na- 
tion's supply of ingot steel, which 
is produced at the plant, was in 
excess of war demands. The 400 
employes were offered work in 
other factories but they would 
have no seniority rights in then- 
new positions. * 

CIO leaders contend that clos- 
ing the plant would waste produc- 
tion facilities. 



Xmas Clubs Show 
Volume Increase 
In Two Banks 

All of Institutions 
Report Decline in 
Members 



Despite a decrease in Christmas 
Club depositors reported by three 
Main Line banks, two of the banks 
paid out more money this year 
than they did in 1942. 

The Bryn Mawr National Bank 
and the Bryn Mawr Trust Com- 
pany reported the increase and 
the National Bank of Narberth the 
decrease. 

The Pennsylvania Company, 
with branches in Ardmore and 
Sixty-Ninth Street, gave up the 
practice of running Christmas 
clubs six years ago. 

Results of a survey conducted 
recently showed that this year 
Christmas Club depositors plan to 
use 17 per cent of their money to 
invest in War Bonds but only 25 
per cent for Christmas shopping. 

The three Main Line banks re- 
ported: 

The Bryn Mawr National Bank 
with 146 less members this year, 
paid out a new high of $115,000 to 
1850 members. 

The Bryn Mawr Trust Company, 
with 300 less members, showed an 
increase of $5000 in $95,000 Paid 
out to 1500 members. ... . 

The National Bank of "Narberth 
paid out $40,000 to 500 members 
as compared to $43,000 paid out to 
623 members last year. 

This makes a total for the three 
banks of $250,000 as compared to 
$243,000 last year and 3850 mem- 
bers as compared to 4419 members.

Men at County's Model Prison Farm 
Raise Own Food, Police Themselves 



The Montgomery County Prison 
Farm, just off the Ridge Pike at 
Eagleville in Lower Providence 
Township, was described as "a 
model prison farm" in a recent 
issue of "The Prison Journal", a 
quarterly publication of the Penn- 
sylvania Prison Society. 

Pointing out that establishment 
of a farm in connection with a 
jail is the progressive, modern 
tendency in penology, the article 
cites the Montgomery County 
Prison Farm as a "most interest- 
ing and successful set-up". 

It goes on to describe this 
County's Prison Farm as follows: 

"The buildings are those that 
were on the farm when it was ac- 
quired by the County, consisting 
of a large three-story house and 
the usual out-buildings of a pros- 
perous farm. They are all in an 
excellent state of repair and 
everything about it Is spick and 
span. No gates or bars or forbid- 
ding prison buildings, such as one 
usually associates with a prison. 
The living room in the front of 
the house is used as a general 
lounge, recreation and reading 
room for the men. Across the 
central hall is, an office with ad- 
jacent sleeping quarters for the 
one guard in charge. This guard 
is subject to call at night and the 
doors are locked. 

"What impresses one about the 



whole set-up is the complete lack 
of anything suggesting custodial 
safe-guards. Everywhere one gets 
the atmosphere of an ordinary 
successful farm. The men are as- 
signed to work in the fields unac- 
companied by guards, and there 
are rules that they must not go 
beyond the bounds of the farm 
and that during their leisure time 
they must stay in the farm yard, 
or on a recreation field nearby. 
There is no watching. The men, 
in fact, are expected to police 
themselves." 

County Commissioners Fred C. 
Peters, Foster C. Hillegass and 
Raymond K. Mensch make an an- 
nual appropriation of $60,000 to 
the Prison Board to operate the 
Prison and Prison Farm. In 1942 
the actual cost of operation was 
$53,130.97, according to the 
Prison Inspectors* report. 

Vegetables, fruit, grain, eggs 
and milk produced at the farm 
help keep the prison population 
supplied with fresh food and also 
reduce the cost of operation to 
the County. 

The farm has accommodations 
for. 26 prisoners at a time but 
many more are given work there 
in the course of a year. Persons 
who have been convicted of mur- 
der, voluntary, manslaughter, rape 
or arson are not permitted by law 
to work at the farm.

Christmas Seal 
Returns Half In 

County Chairman 
Pays Tribute to 
Disease Fighters 

A little over 50 per cent of ths 
returns from Christmas Seals 
mailed to residents in this district 
are in, according to Frank C. 
Royer, Ardmore. chairman of the 
Lower Merion-Narberth district 
The sale is being held all over the 
country until Christmas by the 
National Tuberculosis Association 

Sponsoring the sale in this dis- 
trict is the Community Health 
and Civic Association, Ardmore, 
which is working with the Mont- 
gomery County Tuberculosis As 
sociation. 

"One hundred years ago on 
Saturday, December 11, in Han- 
over, Germany — the old Germany 
where men's minds were free — a 
child was born who was destined 
to make the greatest contribution 
ever made to science's fight 
against tuberculosis. 

"The child was named Robert 
Koch, a- name which, on March 24, 
1882, went into the annals of 
science as immortal. On that day 
Koch, before an august gathering 
of scientists, announced the dis- 
covery of the cause of tuberculosis, 
a germ, which he called the tu- 
bercle bacillus, thus making tu- 
berculosis an infectious disease. 
His discovery launched the cam 
paign against tuberculosis." 

This was the tribute paid today 
to Koch by the Rev. Robert J. 
Gottschall, president of the Mont- 
gomery County Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation. He said, "In 1904 in the 
United States the National Tuber- 
culosis Association was organized 
by a group rff doctors and laymen 
who knew that since tuberculosis 
is 'an infectious disease' it could 
be controlled." 

President Gottschall pointed out 
how the tuberculosis movement 
expanded through the years until 
now there are nearly 1,700 tuber- 
culosis associations in all states 
and in Alaska, Hawaii and 
Puerto Rico,, affiliated with the 
National Association. 

"Since the founding of the asso- 
ciation on the premise tuberculosis 
!s an infectious disease, hence con- 
trollable, the disease has been re- 
duced from the first cause of 
death to the seventh and the 
death rate cut 75 per cent," he 
said. 

However, Rev. Gottschall point- 
ed out, tuberculosis still kills more 
persons during the most vital and 
productive years of life, 15 to 45 
than any other disease. 

The successful campaign against 
the disease, which now faces an 
acute emergency due to wartime 
conditions — tuberculosis has in- 
creased during every past war — 
has been financed for the last 37 
years by funds raised during the 
Christmas Seal Sale.

Of Valley Forge Plant 

Following other plants in its in- 
dustry, the Valley Forge Cement 
plant, West Conshohocken, has 
laid off 100 of its normal employe 
total of 150 persons. 

"The plant will be closed in- 
definitely, depending on world 
conditions," said Robert C. Ried, 
West Conshohocken, plant super- 
intendent, who said "The lack of 
a market for the products manu- 
factured is the lone reason for the 
partial shut down." 

Use of cement for private con- 
struction is not permissable and 
government authorities have 
greatly curtailed their construc- 
tion projects. 

Warning On Prices 

The Regional Office of Price 
Administration issued a warning 
today to hotel, night club and res- 
taurant owners, that ceiling prices 
must be observed on New Year's 
Eve. 

No establishment may charge 
more than 1942 prices unless an 
increase can be justified by more 
or better entertainment, food and 
liquor, the OPA ruled. In any 
case, OPA said, the increase may 
not exceed 10 per cent of last 
year's prices.

Flat Foot Cop Is Thing of the Past, 
Judge Knight Tells Borough Officials 



The old, flat-footed, club-tot- 
ing cop belongs to a by-gone age. 

That was the declaration last 
evening of President Judge Harold 
G. Knight in a speech before the 
members of the Montgomery 
County Boroughs Association in 
Norristown City Hall. 

The old-type officer has been 
replaced by a more intelligent, 
younger, better trained policeman 
who knows what evidence is and 
how to present it in court. 

This is one of the principal 
reasons for the many pleas of 
guilty being entered by violators 
in the Montgomery County Courts, 
declared the jurist. 

More Pleading Guilty 

"In the 18 years I have been on 
the bench there has been a tre- 
mendous change in our criminal 
courts. We have about the same 
number of cases a year — 1,000 to 
1,200 — but only a fraction of them 
go to trial. Approximately 90 per 
cent or more of those charged 
with crime in Montgomery County 
come forward and plead guilty. 
By doing this they save the coun- 
ty time and money. 

In addition to the improvement 
in police' training and enforce- 
ment, Judge Knight listed two 
other reasons for the change. One 
was the fact that the courts are 
in session at least once every week 
in the year giving the violators an 
opportunity to plead guilt and get 
it over with as soon as possible. 
Another reason is that the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office is better 
equipped today to prepare and 
present cases. 

75 Officials Attend 

Judge Knight as principal 
speaker at the meeting of the as- 
sociation attended by approxi- 



mately 75 officials of boroughs in 
Montgomery County gave hints 
as to how Councilmen could assist 
the courts in their law enforce- 
ment duties. 

He placed the reduction of truf- 
fle accidents at the head of the 
list. 

"Today the good road is the 
rule, the bad road, the exception," 
he said. "It is now up to us to 
make these roads safe. Borough 

. Councils can help in this by elim- 
inating bad intersections and 
speedways and by educating pe- 
destrians in the proper methods 
of crossing intersections." 
Wants 'Fixing' Eliminated 
Another factor in lessening ac- 
cidents is the strict enforcement 
of regulations of the motor vehicle 
code, Judge Knight declared, land 
the elimination of the "fixing" of 
traffic tickets and minor traffic 
violations. 

Montgomery County receives be- 
tween $15,000 and $20,000 a year 
in fines from drunken driving 
cases, the judge revealed. 

In the matter of juvenile delin- 
quency. Judge Knight urged the 
borough representatives to estab- 
lish playgrounds for supervised 

«play.

I Curfews Not Successful 

i "Some municipalities have ex- 
perimented with curfew laws but 
from what I hear and from what 
I have observed these have not 
been very successful," said Judge 
Knight. 

Judge Knight closed his speech 
with a plea for the guarding of 
home rule rights by the Council- 
men.

GASOLINE— In 17 East Coast States A-8 coupons are good 
through February 8. In States outside the East Coast area A-9 
coupons are good through January 21. 

SUGAR — Stamp No. 29 in Book Four is good for 5 pounds 
through January 15. 

SHOES — Stamp No. 18 in Book One, good for 1 pair. Stamp No. 
1 on the "airplane" sheet in Book Three, good for 1 pair. 

MEATS, FATS— Brown stamps L, M and N good through Jan- 
uary 1. Brown stamp P becomes good December 12 and remains 
good through January 1, 1944. 

PROCESSED FOODS — Green stamps A, B and C in Book Four, 
good through December 20. Green stamps D, E and F in Book Four, 
good through January 20. 

REDUCE MEAT POINT VALUE 

The entire list of rationed beef items has been cut two or three 
ration points, making the most meat available to civilians since ra- 
tioning began late last March. Many pork cuts remain at the re- 
duced value set by OPA in mid-November, and point values of lamb, 
mutton, and practically all veal remain unchanged. This means an 
increase of approximately 30 per cent in the housewife's meat ration 
for December as compared with the ration set at the beginning of 
November. 

KEEP DRAFT BOARD INFORMED 

A farm worker who fails to keep his local Selective Service Board 
informed of a change of address or occupation may be reclassified or 
possibly inducted into the armed forces. Only the Selective Service 
Board with whom the individual has registered has authority to grant 
him a temporary release for non-farm work which will protect his 
deferred classification. 

CONSUMERS ADVISE OPA 

The Consumer Advisory Committee appointed by OPA has recom- 
mended establishment of dollars and cents ceiling prices for as many 
commodities as possible and a price guide to be made available to 
housewives throughout the country. The committee also objected to 
use of "average store mark-up" as a basis for price control because 
"this method of establishing prices would be entirely unenforceable". 
The committee was set up to tell OPA how its programs are working 
and what can be done to improve them. 

COAL PRODUCTION AND PRICES 

The highest weekly production record in more than 16 years was 
established by the U. S. bituminous coal mines during the first full 
week of operation under the new wage contract between the govern- 
ment and the miners, according to Harold L. Ickes, Solid Fuels Ad- 
ministrator for War. Production for the week ended November 20 
was estimated at 12,700,000 tons. Bituminous coal price ceilings were 
raised an average of 17 cents a net ton to compensate operators to 
the extent required by recent increases in labor costs. An increase 
of 80 cents per net ton was made in ceiling prices for by-product 
foundry and by-product blast furnace coke manufactured in the 
Central West. A similar increase is expected to be announced shortly 
in. maximum prices for industrial and domestic by-product coke pro- 
duced in the Central West. 

CHANGES IN TIRE REGULATIONS 

Recent changes in tire rationing regulations announced by OPA 
are: (1) recapping of tires for commercial vehicles with truck-type 
camelback is no longer rationed; (2) tires manufactured principally 
from reclaimed rubber (war tires) may now be bought by those per- 
sons previously eligible for used tires. Tire and tube rationing quotas 
for December are not greatly changed from those in November. 

CHANGE IN GASOLINE COUPONS ( 

Motorists are reminded by OPA that their old "B" and "C" gaso- 
line coupons continue to have a value of two gallons each in the East 
and Mid- West and three gallons in the Far West. On December 1, 
however, all new "B" and "C" coupons issued to motorists whose sup- 
plementary gasoline rations expired became good for five gallons each 
throughout the country. Although each new coupon will be good 
for more gallons than before, motorists will not receive any addi- 
tional gasoline because ration books will have correspondingly fewer 
coupons. 

MARMALADES POINT FREE 

All marmalades made entirely of citrus fruits (principally oranges 
and lemons) may be bought point free, according to OPA. Marma- 
lades made of citrus and non-citrus fruits in combination are rationed 
at the same point value as marmalades made wholly of non-citrus 
fruits. 

FROZEN FRUITS, BERRIES 

Consumers will pay from % cents a pound to 3 cents a pound 
more for frozen California freestone peaches, Concord grapes, apples, 
and blackberries. According to OPA, these increases will allow the 
processors to pass increased raw material costs on to the ultimate 
consumer. 

MAINTAIN LOW-PRICED SERVICES 

Low priced services may be dropped only under certain condi- 
tions specified by OPA. These services range from laundering and 
dry cleaning through the servicing of automobiles and repairing of 
shoes. Certain misinterpretations of the OPA services regulation 
necessitated this more general action. For example, photographers 
in some instances refused to print small-size pictures, offering only 
large prints at higher prices. The only conditions under which lower- 
priced services may be dropped are: 1. When the necessary specialized 
equipment or supplies are not available. 2. Continuance of the service 
would be in violation of government regulation or rendered imprac- 
ticable by it. 3. Discontinuance of the service would enable the seller 
to maintain other services more necessary to the community. 
4. Other suppliers in the community are able and willing to supply 
the service under the same ceiling price. 

OWNERS NOTE LICENSE NUMBERS 

Car owners themselves rather than ration boards or automobile 
registration officials must note new license numbers on their ration 
books and tire inspection records, under a recent OPA ruling. The 
action also provides that "T" coupons issued for use in 1944 by com- 
mercial vehicles and taxis will be in strips (similar to strips of motion 
picture tickets) rather than in book form and each coupon, will be 
serially numbered.
